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History Lesson 


OW that Europe has begun to settle its un- 
employment problem the hard way, an im- 
mediate consideration to breeders, owners, and 
operators of race tracks is the effect a major war 
will have on Thoroughbred racing. An English 
writer said, “Those who cannot remember history 
are condemned to repeat it.’’ He might have 
added that those who remember it are condemned 
to repeat it also. But if history repeats itself, 
as the proverb insists, war in Europe presents no 
considerable threat to racing in the United States. 
The season of racing in 1914 was pretty well 
advanced when the spark was struck at Sarajevo, 
and the resulting conflict had no effect on racing 
that year. There were 906 days of racing in 
1914, with 5,849 races run, and distribution of 
$2,994,525 in purses, according to the American 
Racing Manual. In 1915, with Europe fully 
ablaze, there were 839 days of racing, with 5,454 
races run, and purses totaled $2,853,037. But in 
the following year the totals rose to 1,035 days, 
6,098 races, $3,842,471 in purses. 

It was not until 1917 that North American 
racing was directly affected by the war. In 
August of that year the Canadian tracks, though 
they had been enjoying very successful seasons, 
were closed by government order, with a result- 
ant loss to operators and a lack of opportunities 
for Canadian owners. The entry of the United 
States into the war in April of that year caused 
such a tightening of passport restrictions that 
meetings at Tia Juana and Juarez had to be aban- 
doned. The number of racing days fell to 902, 
the number of races dropped to 5,899, but purse 
distribution continued to climb, reaching $4,066,- 
253, which was the highest figure since 1908. 

In 1918 the number of racing days was 610, 
the lowest in any year since 1907, beyond which 
complete records are not available. There were 
but 3,968 races, with purses totaling $3,425,347. 
But the reader will observe that while the num- 
ber of races dropped by 30 per cent, there was 
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racing in the United States, but the fact that 29 
meetings, chiefly in Canada and Mexico, were 
abandoned that year. The Tia Juana meeting 
alone accounted for a third of the drop in purses. 

Within the borders of the United States, racing 
had actually continued to gain in 1918, last of the 
war years. Every major track, with the excep- 
tion of Latonia and Laurel Park, showed gains in 
purse distribution that year. Latonia’s drop was 
a trifling one, and was accounted for by the fact 
that the track had 40 days of racing instead of 
the 46 it had in 1917. Laurel’s racing dropped 
still more abruptly, from 27 days in 1917 to 16 
days in 1918. The reason for the shorter meet- 
ings, in both cases, had nothing to do with the 
pressure of war. Precautionary measures were 
caused by the influenza epidemic of that year. 

A good many of our most important stakes at 
present had their inauguration or their growth 
toward prominence during the 1914-1918 period. 
The Kentucky Derby was worth more to Regret, 
in 1915, than it had been to any earlier winner, 
and *Omar Khayyam's Derby of 1917 set an- 
other purse record for the race. The Preakness 
of 1918 was worth more than it had ever been 
before. The C. C. A. Oaks was inaugurated in 
1917. And there were other instances. 

It is true that racing in New York during the 
war years was not inordinately prosperous, but 
the reason for this was that racing there was 
only just recovering from the blow dealt it by 
the Hughes law, which had wiped the sport out 
in New York in 1911 and 1912. 

After the war, in 1919, total distribution in 
North America rose buoyantly, and in 1920 seta 
new all time record. For the following seven 
years, through 1927, the total continued to break 
its own record each year. 

This is the past. It would be a rare prophet 
who could say what the next few years will 
bring. But there is no reason to suppose that a 
general European war will have any great effect 
on racing in the United States. And, strictly 
from the past performance charts, it is not cer-

Marco 


OVITIATE, a Hermit mare, was raced by 

“Mr. Childwick” (Sir Blundell Maple) and 
won a maiden plate and was unplaced four times 
at two. At the end of the season Sir Blundell 
sold her to a Mr. W. Smith, for whom she dropped 
her first foal, Rokeby, a winner of 12 races, by 
Muncaster. In 1890 she was sold to F. Luscombe, 
with a foal, later named Young Chieftain, at her 
side, for 1,600 guineas. In 1891 she was barren 
and was bred to Barcaldine, and in 1892 foaled 
the chestnut colt which was named Marco. 

Marco was foaled at the Park Paddocks, New- 
market, on April 17, but was soon moved to Mr. 
Luscombe’s Tilgate Forest Stud, near Crawley, in 
Sussex. He was a rather attractive yearling, 
much more like Hermit than like Barcaidine. 
The following year Novitiate had a full brother 
to Marco which was remarkably like Barcaldine 
in size and conformation, but he broke a leg as a 
yearling and was destroyed. Novitiate was sold 
again, in 1896, to Sir Blundell Maple for 1,250 
guineas, but proved a bad bargain, dying in 1897. 

Marco belonged to Mr. Luscombe more or less 
in spite of his owner. With the other Tilgate 
Forest yearlings, he was sent to the Newmarket 
July Sales. Shortly before the sale Mr. Luscombe 
had a house party for the Gatwick meeting, and 
he took his guests one morning to look at the 
yearlings. Captain Machell was among them, 
and after the yearlings had been shown and 
judged, he turned to a friend of his host’s, merely 
as a polite gesture, and asked if he agreed with 
the judgments that had been formed. “No,” he 
was answered, “the best yearling is that one,” 
and the speaker pointed to Marco, to which scant 
attention had been paid. It was probably no more 
than a guess, but it was right. 

Mr. Luscombe, however, saw nothing in Marco, 
and placed a reserve of only 300 guineas on him. 
Low as this was, Marco did not make it, and was 
consequently returned to the farm. One C. Ather- 
ton Brown liked Marco, later in the year, and 
bought a half-share in him privately, on condition 
he should have the management of the horse. 
In July, 1894, before Marco raced, this partner- 
ship proved unsatisfactory and was dissolved by 
putting the horse up at auction, when Mr. Lus- 
combe bought him for 310 guineas. About the 
only trace Mr. Brown left on Marco was that he 
voided the only important engagement he had, 
for the Derby. 

So Marco was turned over to Tom Chaloner to 
train, and he made his first start July 24, 1894, at 
Liverpool, in the 514-furlong Southport T-Y-O 
Stakes. Under 121 pounds he won by a length 
from another Barcaldine colt, The Rush (133), 
with Telescope (121) an indifferent third and 
three unplaced. He essayed one of Barcaldine’s 


feats by coming out again the following day, but 
under 133 pounds he was beaten a length and a 
half by Telescope (119), with Lady Nydia (128) 
two lengths away third, and Surprise-Me-Not 
third and last. 


This was in the Jolliffee Stakes.

He did not start again until August 29, at 
York, where he was a bad third to Whittier (124) 
and Keelson (117), under 124 pounds, in the 
Convivial Produce Stakes. G. Chaloner rode him 
in this race, and in his next, for the first year of 
the forty-seventh Triennial Produce Stakes. Under 
126 pounds he won by a neck from Float (123), 
with Utica (131) a poor third, and four unplaced. 
In the Kennet Plate, at Newmarket October 16, he 
faced 3-year-olds and got in with 106 pounds. So 
lightweight Tommy Loates was in the saddle, 
and Marco won by two lengths from Jack the 
Dandy (3-y-o, 103), Grey Leg (3-y-o, 132), and 
others. This completed his 2-year-old season. 

After this racing was over, Mr. Luscombe sold 
a half-share of Marco again, to R. O. Harrild, 
and this partnership lasted until Marco retired 
to stud, when Mr. Luscombe bought his partner 
out. He had faced fairly good horses at two. 
Whittier, a colt by Laureate, won three of four 
starts at two. Telescope also won the Prince of 
Wales’ Nursery Plate, and Utica won the Clear- 
well, Plantation, and Chesterfield Stakes. 
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Though not engaged 
in any of the classics, 
MARCO was generally 
considered as the leading 
j-year-old of his year, 
winning five of his seven | 
starts. In stud he was 
very successful, getting | 
such racers as Neil Gow, 
Beppo, “Omar Khayyam, 
Marcovil, and others. He

At three Marco began at Newmarket in the 
March Stakes (1m.); under 112 pounds he was a 
poor third to Whittier (112) and Best Man 
(5-y-o, 143). But on May 16, in the Payne Stakes 
(1m.) he carried 127 pounds, won by a half- 
length from Matabele (124), Kibris (119), and 
others. Then he went up against Keelson in the 
thirty-third New Biennial, and was third to Keel- 
son and Bentworth, each carrying 130 pounds. 
This was over the T. Y. C., at five furlongs and 
136 yards, and Marco was rested nearly two 
months, then sent after the Lewes Handicap 
(1':m.). Under 103 pounds he won by a head 
from Bed Light (87), with Telescope (95) five 
lengths away, seven unplaced. 

On September 25, at Newmarket, he came out 
for the second year of the forty-seventh Trien- 
nial, and won by three lengths. He had 131 
pounds up, beat St. Johann (126), Vinery (116), 
and two others. Up to this time, except for his 
first start, Tommy Loates rode Marco in all the 
races in which he had light weights, and Chaloner 
had him in the others, but for the Cambridge- 
shire of 1895, on October 23, Fred Allsopp had 
the mount. Marco carried 107 pounds, won by 
three lengths from Best Man (5-y-o, 126), with 
Count Schomberg (91) and 15 others following. 
The following day he started for the Free Handi- 
cap Sweepstakes (11,m.), under 126 pounds, and 
beat the only other starter, Villiers (109), by 
four lengths. 

In the Cambridgeshire, when Marco moved into 
the lead, Allsopp was seen to drop his hands im- 
mediately, and he later explained he knew the 
race Was as good as over. While the horses were 
still well up the stretch, Mr. Luscombe took a 
cigar from his pocket, lit it from one Mr. Harrild 
was smoking. But he admitted afterward that 
this display of coolness was pure bluff. 

Marco went into winter retirement with the 
reputation of being the best 3-year-old of his 
year, despite the fact that he was in none of the 
Classics. Sir Visto, another son of Barcaldine, 
had won the Derby, and Telescope ran him to 


three-fourths of a length in the St. Leger. Marco, 
as has been seen, gave Telescope eight pounds in 
the Lewes Handicap and beat him five lengths. 
The Cambridgeshire, worth about $7,000, was his 
richest race, and was the best for Mr. Luscombe 
also, who did his betting early and got 20 to 1. 
Marco started at 9 to 1. 

The 4-year-old season, however, did not begin 
in a very promising fashion. At Manchester in 
May he tried to duplicate his sire’s success in 
the Manchester Cup (1%4m.) but, with 130 pounds 
up, was unplaced pehind The Docker (90), Ghis- 
laine (112), Fealar (110), and Irish Wake (99). 
Marco, however, had 130 pounds up. At Derby 
on September 1, in the Peveril of the Peak Sweep- 
stakes, he was given 131 pounds, and was again 
unplaced behind lightweights, including Diakka 
(3 y-o, 102), Prince Barcaldine (3-y-o, 87), He- 
bron (107) and others. His only success of the 
year came at Newmarket September 29, in the 
third year of the forty-seventh Triennial. Marco 
had won the first and second years of this stakes, 
and he took the third by 15 lengths from Dingle 
Bay, each under 131) pounds. 

Marco ran out the season with three defeats. 
He was second, beaten three-fourths of a length 
by Labrador in the weight-for-age Champion 
Stakes at Newmarket (11,m.), with Sir Visto 
third, this confirming the line which indicated his 
superiority over the Derby winner through Tele- 
scope. He was unplaced in the Cambridgeshire 
under 122 pounds, behind Winkfield’s Pride (3-y- 
o, 94), Yorker (3-y-o, 88), Laodamia (121), and 
others. Behind him again was Sir Visto, and also 
Canterbury Pilgrim. In his last start of the year 
Marco (124) was fifth in the Derby Cup (1m.) 
to La Sagesse (103), Ghislaine (108), Diakka 
(102), and Birch-rod (3-y-0, 97). As in most of 
his worst defeats, he was giving a good deal of 
weight. 

At five his first start was in the Rous Memo- 
rial Stakes (7f., 166 yds.) and under 124 pounds 
he was beaten four lengths by Eager (3-y-o, 114), 
with All Moonshine (3-y-o, 107) third and four 
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unplaced. Then, on August 21 at Nottingham, 
he won the Nottinghamshire Handicap under 126 
pounds, beating Kopely (106) a head, with Lam- 
mermuir (98) three lengths away. 


But at Kempton Park on October 9 he was un- 
placed in the Duke of York Stakes (1m.) behind 
Diakka (117), Laveno (112), Minstrel (3-y-o, 
105), and others, though he carried but 116 
pounds. He was third and last to *Knight of the 
Thistle (136) and Silver Fox (3-y-o, 119) in the 
Limekiln Stakes, under 131 pounds. And he 
ended his racing career rather ignominiously in 
another attempt at the Derby Cup, under 105 
pounds, when he was unplaced to Eager (3-y-o, 
111), Melange (112), Bellevin (105), and others. 
Eager, of course, was a good 3-year-old, and also 
won the Midsummer Plate and the Brighton Cup 
that year. Diakka, an American-bred by *The 
Sailor Prince (by Albert Victor), also won three 
victories in addition to the one over Marco, taking 
the Duchess of York, Peveril of the Peak, and 
Subscription Stakes.

In 1898 Marco entered upon his stud duties, 
at a fee of 40 guineas. Except for a season or 
two at Egerton House Stud, Newmarket, all the 
rest of his life was spent at Tilgate Forest. His 
fee dropped to 30 guineas in 1901, then to 25 
guineas. But in 1906 it was up to 50 guineas and 
in 1911 he was filling his book at 150 guineas. 
He was third on the sire list in 1910, fourth in 
1909. Altogether in the United Kingdoms he got 
winners of 322 races and £119,79614. He was 
destroyed because of his decrepit condition, on 
November 15, 1917. 

The best money winner of Marco’s get was 
Neil Gow, which earned £25,771, winning four 
good races at two, the Craven Stakes and Two 
Thousand Guineas at three, and dead-heating for 
the Eclipse Stakes with Lemberg. He was only 
fairly successful at stud. Beppo won £13,860, in- 
cluding the Union Jack and Jockey Club Stakes, 
the Manchester Cup and Hardwicke Stakes, and 
was second in the Ascot Gold Cup. He got some 
good horses, including Aleppo, Torelore, My Dear, 
and others. These were the only really big win- 
ners Marco sired in England, though Sansovino 
(not to be confused with Sansovino by Swyn- 
ford), Mirador, Marozza, Moscato, Bembo, Mar- 
covil, and a few others earned from about $10,000 
to above $20,000. 


Several months ago THE BLOOD-HORSE 
| asked readers of the Names in Pedigrees 
| series for photographs of a_ half-dozen 
horses, having failed to secure them 
through the usual channels. To say that 
the appeal was answered would be to put 
it mildly. From as far as Ireland and New 


Zealand came photographs, and now all of 
the required ones have been obtained. 
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One of Marco’s best sons, and probably the best 
sire among his sons, was *Omar Khayyam, which 
was brought to the United States, where he won 
12 races and $57,010, including the Kentucky 
Derby, Brooklyn Derby, Kenner, Travers, Law- 
rence Realization Stakes, Saratoga Cup, Pimlico 
Autumn and Havre de Grace Handicaps, and was 
probably the best 3-year-old of 1917. *Omar 
Khayyam, a grand stayer, was also a successful 
sire, being eight times among the leading 29 
sires, and in 1925 he was leading sire of 2-year. 
olds. Aga Khan, Marconi, Mr. Khayyam, Naish- 
apur, and Balko were among his best get. Balko, 
himself no stayer, has been the most successful 
sire among the get of *Omar Khayyam, but his 
progeny have run to sprinting. 

England lost another good representative of 
the Barcaldine line in Linacre, by Wolf's Crag 
(by Barcaldine), which was sent to Australia, 
where he led the sire list in 1917. The 1939 
Reuister of Thoroughbred Stallions gives the full 
pedigrees of 199 stallions, and eight of these are 
descended from Barcaldine, all through Marco, 
Seven come through his son Marcovil, and in- 
clude Coronach, Precipitation, and Rolling Rock. 
The other, Hill Cat, is a grandson of Marco, 
through Marten. In the United States the repre- 
sentation is also through Marco. Balko, by *Omar 
Khayyam, has been mentioned, and Mr. Khay- 
yam got one crop, foals of 1938, before he died. 
A few others of *Omar Khayyam’s sons also have 
entered stud, including Aga Khan and Naishapur. 
Also standing in America are two grandsons of 
Marcovil’s son Hurry On; these are Trace Call 
and *Cynic. But there is not, either in the United 
States or England, a really prominent stallion 
from the line. 


Hurry On, however, was one of the more suc- 
cessful stallions from Marco, despite the fact that 
his line shows no great tendency to perpetuate 
itself. A moderate winner of about $16,000, Hur- 
ry On nevertheless won all of his six starts, might 
have had a greater reputation had he not raced 
during the first World War. He got a good son 
in Captain Cuttle, winner of the Derby and about 
$75,000, another in Plack (about $50,000), and 
others in Hurry Off, Tom Pinch, Diligence, and 
Town Guard. 

Though never the racer his sire was, Marco 
was as much an individualist as his sire. Once, 
when Mr. Luscombe was asked if Marco was 
good-tempered, he answered, “Yes, provided he 
gets his own way about everything.” As a stal- 
lion he was curiously sensitive to the smallest 
injuries, and often persuaded his attendants that 
his condition was seriously amiss, when in fact 
there was little or nothing wrong. In his first 
season a mare kicked him, and he was led back 
to his box with the greatest difficulty. He stood 
there, Mr. Luscombe said, a “picture of misery,” 
and refused to let a foot be lifted from the 
ground. It was at first thought he had suffered 
a fracture, but finally it was suspected that 
Marco was again playing a “malad imaginaire.” 
So a mare was brought outside his box. Out 
came Marco, sound as wolf’s tooth, but when 
he was taken back to his box he tried to act 4 
cripple again. 

But he displayed no cowardice on the race 
course. Mr. Luscombe said that to his knowledge 
Marco was never struck with a whip or touched 
with a spur—he was always giving all he had. 
Tommy Loates and Fred Allsopp were asked 
about him after he had left the track and both 
called him, oddly enough in the same words, “the 
pluckiest devil I was ever on.”

NEW YORK 


Saratoga and Aqueduct 


ITH a program featured by three stakes, an 

allowance race, and three graded handicaps, 
Saratoga closed its 30 days of racing September 
9, The meeting was a very well attended one, 
and continued the successes of the other New 
York tracks, all of which have been gaining stead- 
ily since 1935. The 1939 meeting was the diamond 
jubilee of the Saratoga track, and to New York 
race goers had another significance as well: it 
was the last meeting, in all probability, with the 
pookmakers’ ring, instead of the totalizator, in 
operation. 

On closing day, as had been expected, Col. E. R. 
Bradley's Bimelech was confirmed as the best 2- 
year-old to show so far this year. But connec- 
tions of Millsdale Stable’s Andy K. must still 
hope to beat the Bradley colt, for though he has 
twice finished behind Bimelech, he has thrown 
away ground in both cases by running out badly. 
In the Hopeful Stakes Bimelech beat him only a 
neck, though the Jack High coit went to the out- 
side rail in the stretch run. On the other hand, 
Bimelech had bad luck in the running, twice 
meeting interference. 

The steeplechase stakes went to expectation 
also, with the Hitchcock entry of *Cottesmore 
and Saluda beating the only other starter, Whad- 
don Chase. But the result of the Saratoga Cup 
was a surprise, *Isolater beating Cravat, with no 
other starters. An allowance race for 2-year-olds 
went to another of the Jamestowns, George D. 
Widener’s home-bred Rouslan. A class C handi- 
cap was won by Mrs. Colin MacLeod’s Pernie, by 
Brown Bud, and two class D races were won, 
respectively, by Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s Rehearsal, by 
Theatrical, and Millsdale Stable’s Bain Marie, by 
Transmute. 

Racing moved downstate on September 4, to 
Aqueduct, which began a 15-day fall meeting on 
that day, the Aqueduct Handicap featuring the 
day. The first Saturday, September 9, will see 
the inaugural of the Beldame Handicap and 
twenty-second running of the Babylon Handicap. 
The Beldame, for fillies and mares three years 
old and up, has 39 nominations, including Wise 
Lady, Parscout, War Plumage, Handcuff, Red 
Eye, Bala Ormont, Flying Lee, *Shangay Lily, 
Despondent, Hostility, and Unerring. The Baby- 
lon is for 2-year-old fillies. It has 59 eligibles, 
including Fenelon, War Beauty, Charitable, Asp, 
Rouslun, and others. 


Ramases Wins Albany Handicap 


Twice beaten in overnight events at Saratoga, 
and trying stakes company for the first time, 
Hal Price Headley’s Ramases (111) was over- 
looked in the Albany Handicap ($2,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs) at Saratoga August 29. 
But Jockey Alfred Robertson broke him smartly 
to the front, and repulsed all challenges. A. T. 
Winmill's Son of War (112), by War Whoop, was 
the first to give battle, but though Johnny Long- 
den soon had him under urging Son of War could 
hot keep up, began fading after three furlongs. 
Then Basil James moved with C. V. Whitney's 
Parasang (110), a son of Halcyon, and Parasang, 
doing his utmost, cut Ramases’ lead to a neck in 
mid-stretch. He faltered there and Ramases 


drew away to win easily. Up from behind came 
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W. Schuttler’s Strawberry (112), by Chance Shot, 
and took second place, a length behind the win- 
ner, a head in front of Mrs. E. G. Lewis’ Jacomar 
(110) a maiden son of Jack High which finished 
well. Parasang was another head away in fourth 
place, with Son of War, Merry Knight (111) 
Corydon (114), and Rumba Gus (114) following 
in order.

Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington. He has 
started four times, won two races, finished third 
once, and has earned $5,940. Panasette won 
Schuylerville Stakes and placed in three other 
stakes at two. She is also dam of Package (to 
six, 1939), Panay, and Roar. These are all her 
foals of racing age. Panasine won Gosforth 
Park Biennial Stakes in England and is also 
dam of Dr. Clark ($101,569 including Norfolk 
Stakes, Grand Prize Cuba, Rainbow, Hanover, 
Mt. Vernon Handicaps), Panache (dam of the 
good stakes winner and sire St. Brideaux, and 
the stakes winners Excalibur and Justinian), and 
Pandy (14 wins), and the producers Duplex, Pan- 
talette (dam of Pantella, winner Great Ameri- 
can, Matron Stakes and producer and Trumpery, 
winner Hollis Stakes, San Vincente, Rockingham 
Park Speed Handicaps), and Waif, dam of Dis 
Dat (King Edward Gold Cup), and grandam of 
Capture (Lassie Stakes, Joliet Handicap, and 
producer). *Ladasine also produced Ladasette 
(Suffolk Stakes) and the producer Black Tail. 


Inaugural of the Diana 


Alteration of the stakes at Saratoga, and at 
other New York tracks as well, is rather rare. 
When the tracks feel the need for additional 
stakes, most of them can go back and “revive” a 
stakes discontinued vears before, even if nothing 
except the name is revived. But Saratoga, cut- 
ting out some of its claiming stakes this year, 
offered a new stakes, the Diana Handicap ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 1144 
miles). and the inaugural running was held Au- 
gust 30. That such a stakes was in demand was 
shown by the fact that 11 starters turned up 
for it. 

Jockey Donald Meade found himself put out- 
side the gate on Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ War 
Regalia (3-y-o, 110) after the start had been 
held up seven minutes, and he broke the filly 
flying. At the end of a quarter-mile she was six 
lengths in front of her nearest opponent, which 
was her stablemate, Solar Flight (3-y-o, 108). 
So Meade took a good hold on her, rated her 
along easily. Solar Flight dropped out of the 
picture in the stretch, and Hal Price Headley’s 
Flying Lee (104), which had been in third place, 
made a determined bid at the last, but she had 
to cover too much ground to get to the leader. 
She faltered near the end and War Regalia, not 
hard ridden, beat her a length and a half. W. V. 
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McGrath’s *Shangay Lily (126), outrun in the 
early stages, got up to a bad third, five lengths 
farther back, with Wheatley Stable’s Hostility 
(3-y-o, 118), another slow starter, finishing three 
lengths farther away fourth. In order followed 
Handcuff (122), Despondent (3-yo, 108), Solar 
Flight, Parscout (120), *Brown Queen II (108), 
Wise Lady (3-y-o, 112), and Mars Shield (111).

War Regalia, which had not previously won 
this year, has started nine times in her two sea- 
sons, won three races, finished second twice, and 
has earned $4,380.

(146) made up the Thomas Hitchcock entry, and 
was backed at 1 to 5. The only other starter 
was C. M. Kline’s Whaddon Chase (137), and 
despite the fact that he had won a steeplechase 
stakes the previous Saturday bookmakers of- 
fered 7 to 10 that he would be third. They were 
right. 

Saluda began by drawing off to a long lead, 
which gradually lessened as *Cottesmore, getting 
over the rankness he showed in the first turn of 
the field. gradually moved up.

R. G. Wolfe moved him up after a mile and

The fifty-ninth running of the Saratoga Cup 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1%4 miles) at 
Saratoga September 2, one of the few weight- 
for-age races left in the United States, seemed 
made to order for Townsend B. Martin’s Cravat, 
whose distance running ability has long been 
proved. But another good distance horse is Belair 
Stud’s “Isolater, which turned in a major upset 
last year by beating Seabiscuit in the 11!.-mile 
Manhattan Handicap. Ridden by Jockey Jimmy 
Stout “Isolater broke in front, stayed there under 
steady restraint with Cravat a close second. After 
the first mile Cravat gained a little, and as the 
two turned into the stretch he had cut the lead 
to a length.

Bimelech Wins a Hard One 


When the Saratoga meeting opened, the lead- 
ing 2-year-old of the season was Millsdale Stable’s 
Andy K., winner of the Arlington Futurity, but 
it was obvious that a challenge would come from 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Bimelech, which has won 
ridiculously easy victories in overnight races at 
Suffolk Downs and Empire City. The two first 
met in the Saratoga Special August 12, and Bime- 
lech, running in front all the way, won by three 
lengths, with Andy K. third. 

But this was still not decisive. The Jack High 
colt had been disqualified in two of the three 
races in which he finished first, for bearing out, 
and just before the Arlington Futurity his entry 
had been ordered refused until he could be con- 
trolled. He did run straight in a work-out, and 


was reinstated, but displayed the same tendency 
in both of his races at Saratoga. 


A complicated 


mechanism, representing a little more pressure 
than an ordinary run-out bit, was designed for 
him, and powerful Johnny Longden was given 
the mount. In the Saratoga Special, despite all 
these precautions, Andy K. threw away what 
chance he might have had by bearing out to the 
middle of the track. So when the Hopeful Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 612 furlongs) was run 
at Saratoga September 2, the entry of Bimelech 
(122) and Boy Angler (119) was backed con- 
fidently at 3 to 5, while Andy K. (126) was rather 
lightly regarded at 15 to 1, despite the fact that 
many believed him the fastest colt in the field. 

This time Bimelech did not have an easy, front- 
running victory. He was bothered at the start 
and was away slowly. Mrs. Parker Corning’s 
Straight Lead (116), by Chance Play, and second 
choice in the betting, was away fastest, with 
Ramases (119) trying to stay with him. The 
Headley colt had encugh in three furlongs and 
fell back, while Andy K., away well and showing 
fine speed, raced into second place. The favored 
entry, after a half-mile, was still running fifth 
and sixth, but Bimelech was gradually bettering 
his position. In the stretch Christiana Stable’s 
Briar Sharp (116), which had been third from the 
start, raced up to challenge the leader, but Andy 
K. was coming even faster, was leading by a 
length and a half at the eighth-pole. But here 
he began going wide, despite all Longden could 
do to keep him straight. 

Meanwhile Bimelech had got into close con- 
tention in the stretch, only to run into more 
trouble when Straight Lead began tiring and fell 
back, bothering the Bradley colt. Jockey F. A. 
Smith swung Bimelech to the inside of the tiring 
horse, sent him up with a rush. Bimelech came 
like a champion, finished a neck in front of Andy 
K., with the entire track between them, as the 
Millsdale colt finished on the outside rail. Three 
lengths farther back Boy Angler came on the in- 
side to take third place by a neck from W. Schut- 
tler’s Strawberry (113), a maiden by Chance 
Shot. In order followed Straight Lead, Briar 
Sharp, In Charge (113), Woof Woof (117), and 
Ramases. Time, :23, :4615, 1:1215, 1:1845, track 
fast.

Narragansett Park 


HE third week of the summer meeting at 

Narragansett Park saw a welcome increase 
in the pari-mutuel turnover, despite the fact that 
at least two days were marred by bad weather. 
For the week the average was $400,704, which 
means that it was well above that of the first 
two weeks. For the 18 days, the total betting is 
$6,750,517, a daily average of $375,029. Last 
year the first 18 days had a daily average of 
$351,335. September 2, featured by the running 
of the Narragansett Special, which drew Challe- 
don and *Kayak II together for the first time, 
brought out a crowd estimated at 35,000, and the 
total turnover was $680,951, or more than $100,- 
000 better than any previous day. An even 
larger crowd was out for the Labor Day pro- 
gram, and it is probable that the current week 
will be more profitable still. 

Less welcome was the fact that the track, 
trying to hold show pools on small races, ran 
into three “minus pools” during the week. On 
the Monday, with the horses running exactly to 
the betting in a small field, the track had to put 
up $1,230 to pay the requisite $2.20 on show bets. 
On August 31 it was worse. The show pool was 
$972 short on one race, $591 short on another. 

Principal event of the week was the Special, in 
which Challedon won an easy victory from 
*Kayak II, and has thus the distinction of top- 
pling both the leading 3-year-old in Johnstown, 
the leading handicap performer in *Kayak II. 
Challedon got three pounds by scale from the 
older horse, but as the race was run could have 
beaten him at scale weights. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the scale is false as 
respects *Kayak II, which was foaled in South 
America, and hence at a time when North Ameri- 
can foals of 1935 were from three to seven 
months old. He is, actually, less than eight 
months older than Challedon. 


Maryland Beats South America 


When weights for the sixth running of the 
Narragansett Special ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up 1 3-16 miles) appeared last week, it was 
reported that neither Owner W. L. Brann nor 
Trainer Lou Schaefer was satisfied with the 118 
pounds assigned to Challedon, which was ranked 
three pounds by scale below Charles S. Howard's 
*Kayak II (128), 4-year-old winner of the Santa 
Anita Handicap and other stakes. But the pro- 
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testing of weights assigned to high ranking 
horses has become a sort of game between own- 
ers and racing secretaries, and Challedon was 
saddled for the Special. *Kayak II had a stable- 
mate in “Sorteado (116), and the Howard fam- 
iy was also represented by *Ligaroti (115), 
owned by Lindsay C. Howard and H. L. Crosby, 
and raced under the silks of Binglin Farm. Mrs. 
parker Corning’s Thanksgiving (116) and Fried- 
berg and Axton’s Bala Ormont (3-y-o, 107) com- 
pleted the field, as there were seven withdrawals 
after the overnight entries were made. 

The three South American horses started off 
together, with *Sorteado a neck in front of 
*Ligaroti, while *Kayak II was being steadied in 
third place. Challedon, second choice to the 
odds-on entry, was away last, stayed last for a 
half-mile, though the field was so well bunched 
that he was not fer from the pace. With three 
furlongs to go the order remained the same, ex- 
cept that Challedon picked up Bala Ormont. Then 
the real racing began. George Woolf drove 
*Kayak II to the front, and Harry Richards put 
Challedon to a drive. Turning into the stretch 
*Kayak II led Challedon by a length and the rest 
of the field was out of it. Coming with a sus- 
tained rush Challedon caught *Kayak II before 
the eighth-pole was reached, drew out steadily 
to the finish, and won by three lengths, with 
Richards looking over his shoulder. *Sorteado 
took third place, four lengths behind his stable- 
mate, with *Ligaroti a half-length farther back 
in fourth place. Thanksgiving and Bala Ormont 
followed in order. Time, :24, :48%25, 1:1245, 
1:3745, 1:56%5, track fast. Stakes division, $24,- 
600, $4,000, $2,000, $1,000.

Chailedon, winner of the New England and 
Pimlico Futurities last year, and of the Preak- 
ness and Classic Stakes this season, has started

him the nineteenth horse to win more than $200,- 
000 in North America. He is now eighteenth on 
the list of American money winners, ahead of 
Crusader, just behind Mike Hall. Particulars of 
his pedigree appeared in THE BLoop-Horse of 
May 20, page 723. 

The $4,000 in second money won by *Kayak II 
raised his earnings in the United States to $156,- 
405, and he is now thirty-seventh among Ameri- 
can money winners. 


First Stakes for Victory Morn 


The Old Colony Stakes ($7,500 added, 2-year- 
olds, six furlongs) at Narragansett Park Sep- 
tember 4 drew a good-sized field of rather good 
2-year-olds, though most of them have their repu- 
tations sti!l to make. Bettors favored Smart Bet 
(110), liked Glorious Time (112) as a second 
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choice. The Grand Time filly began fast, took 
the lead almost at once, and the favorite was well 
placed on the inside. But Smart Bet did not have 
the speed to keep up, dropped back steadily after 
a quarter-mile. Glorious Time held on for five 
furlongs, then stopped almost to a walk. From 
third place came Ral Parr’s home-bred Victory 
Morn (112), and in the stretch Jockey A. Shel- 
hamer drove him hard, won by a length and a 
half. E. A. Asbury’s Gala Belle, an extreme out- 
sider at 40 to 1, also was well placed throughout, 
held on to be second, a head in front of D. J. 
Sullivan’s Philosopher (110). Liberty Lane 
Stable’s Cardell (113) was fourth, a neck farther 
back, with Predicate (110), Jacomar (109%), 
Flying Jane (104), Bonzar (112), Exarch (112), 
Glorious Time, City Talk (109), Smart Bet, and 
Sally Pass By (109) finishing in order. Time, 
72245, :46, 1:1145, track fast.

Suits About Horses 


In San Francisco August 28 Mrs. May Car- 
reaud entered suit for $25,000 against James 
Rolph, son of a former California governor. Mrs. 
Carreaud charged she had leased War Glory 
(Walden, Saranac, Maryland Handicaps, Dwyer, 
Kenner Stakes) to Mr. Rolph under a contract 
providing that he return him within 18 months 
or pay $25,000 for him, that Rolph kept War 
Glory longer than 18 months, then refused to buy 
him and had circulated an unfounded rumor that 
War Glory was “infected.”

David A. Buckley, of High Acre Farm, The 
Plains, Va., charging that he had bought a chest- 
nut filly (Grand Time—-My Bet) from the High 
Acre consignment at Saratoga in 1937 for $1,- 
600, that Mrs. Buckley had assured him that a 
“speck” in the filly’s eye was of no consequence, 
that he had since spent $2,901 trying to train the 
filly to run straight, that the filly was cross-eyed 
and didn’t run in the direction she looked.

Washington Park Closes 


LTHOUGH official figures are not yet avail- 

able, it is certain that the Washington Park 
meeting which closed September 2, after 30 days 
of racing, was a financial success, and on that 
day President Walter L. Gregory issued a state- 
ment expressing his gratification with the sup- 
port the meeting received. But Washington Park 
probably looks with some longing at the greater 
prestige of Arlington Park, which usually runs 
immediately ahead of it, and next year is going 
to try to do something about it. The 1940 sea- 
son will see a revival of the American Derby, 
with $40,000 added, a revival of the Washington 
Park Futurity, with $20,000 added, and an in- 
crease in the Washington Park Handicap from 
$5,000 added to $25,000 added, which will give 
the track a battery of three major stakes as 
valuable as are offered at any track during the 
summer. Such offerings would probably do a 
great deal toward holding good horses at Chicago 
during the Washington Park meeting, would go 
far toward raising the class of Chicago racing 
generally. 


Unerring Takes All 


THE BLOoD-HORSE has been a little discouraged 
with regard to the usefulness of calling attention 
to the fact that a race between two horses, with 
a purse added by a racing association, is not a 
“match” race according to the rules of racing, 
as issued by The Jockey Club and adopted by 
racing states. But a special race ($5,000 added, 
one mile) was arranged for August 31 at Wash- 
ington Park. with Woclford Farm’s Unerring, a 
stakes winning sister to Lawrin, meeting Mrs. 
C. H. Cleary’s Flying Lill, each under 110 pounds. 
The fillies, both 3-year-olds, had met twice before 
this year, with Flying Lill getting both decisions, 
aided by smali weight advantages. But what 
betting there was on the race favored Unerring, 
which went to post at 7 to 10, while Flying Lill 
was at 9 to 10. 

Alfred Robertson chose to make the pace with 
Flying Lill, but Jockey P. Ryan kept Unerring 
close up, under light restraint. Flying Lill, well 
out in the track, held 2 lead which varied from a 
neck to a head for about five furlongs, but around 
the turn Unerring began moving up. As the two 
went into the stretch Unerring had taken the 
lead, though going out a little on the stretch turn, 
and in the run to the wire she drew out smartly. 
In the last 50 yards Ryan took a slight hold on 
her, and she won by two lengths with something 
left.

Dade Park 


AST day of racing at Dade Park, near Hen- 

derson, Ky., was that on Labor Day, Septem- 
ber 4, and there will be no further racing in 
Kentucky until Keeneland opens at Lexington on 
October 10. The Dade Park meeting, usually a 
successful one, was no exception this year, and 
though minimum purses were $600, with no stakes 
offered and few races designed to attract very 
good horses, the events filled well and the meet- 
ing was well attended. Feature of the final Sat- 
urday, September 2, was a handicap for 2-year- 
olds, with a $1,006 purse. The winner was Bran- 
ham and Moseley's Nightland, a son of *Man 0’ 
Night, bred by Mrs. John Branham, of Gallatin, 
Tenn. 


New Sales Company 


It was announced in Lexington September 3 
that a group headed by T. A. Duke, of Maysville, 
Ky., had purchased the interests of the Kentucky 
Sales Company in Tattersall’s, a sales organiza- 
tion founded in Lexington in 1892. The present 
property consists of several small barns, a barn 
450 feet long, with 82 stalls and accommodations 
for buyers and spectators, two residences, and 
other small buildings. The new company, which 
will retain the name of Tattersall’s, will raze the 
old barns, build new ones, and will enlarge the 
main barn to hold 100 stalls, with room for 3,000 
persons. All breeds of horses and other live 
stock will be sold there. 

There was never a Tattersall in the company, 
the name being taken when the Tattersall-Bras- 
field Company was founded in 1892, in imitation 
of the famous English sales organization. The 
company changed hands several times, being sold 
in 1900 to a firm consisting of Shelby T. Harbi- 
son, Asa H. Jewell, and Jacob W. Patterson. In 
1914 it became the property of Mr. Harbison 
alone. The Kentucky Sales Company, which 
owned the property at the time of the sale, was 
headed by W. J. Treacy, of Lexington. 

In past years a good many Thoroughbreds 
were sold at Tattersall’s, and the highest price 
ever paid in the ring was $39,000, for *Donna- 
cona. Also sold there was Rustle, which went to 
Judge T. C. Bradley for $100, when she was 
carrying the foal later famous on track and in 
stud as Wise Counsellor. In recent years, since 
the establishment of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s sales paddock in Lexington, few Thor- 
oughbreds have gone through the Tattersall’s 
ring, and it is unlikely that the new company 
will have much to do with Thoroughbred sales. 


Blue Grass Stakes Raised 


Added money for the Blue Grass Stakes, prin- 
cipal race on Keeneland's annual spring program, 
and most important Derby trial in Kentucky, has 
been increased from $5,000 to $10,000 for the 1941 
renewal. This announcement was made this week 
as the Keeneland office mailed nomination blanks 
for that race and for the $5,000 added Breeders’ 
Futurity of the same year to owners, trainers, 
and breeders. The two stakes will close Septem- 
ber 15. At the same time payments of $25 and 
$20, respectively, will be due on the 1940 Blue 
Grass Stakes and Breeders’ Futurity. An ad- 
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vertisement stating the conditions of the 1941 
stakes appears in this issue. For the first time 
no supplementary nominations to the Blue Grass 
Stakes will be accepted. In all previous closings, 
including the 1940 renewal, supplementary nomi- 
nations could be made in February prior to the 
race by payment of $750. 

Work on enlarging grandstand facilities and on 
other improvements to the Keeneland plant is 
expected to be finished within the next 10 days 
by Superintendent W. T. Bishop. Keeneland’s 
fall race meeting will start Tuesday, October 10, 
and continue through Saturday, October 21. No 
racing will be held Monday, October 16. High- 
light of the 10 days will be the Breeders’ Futurity, 
which will be run on the closing day. Among the 
eligibles for this race, which will gross more than 
$20,000, are Bimelech, Andy K., Flight Command, 
Piquet, Bashful Duck, Little Risk, Marogay, 
Roman Flag, and others. 


Shandon Farm Dispersal 


Tom Nash, son of P. A. Nash, who with his 
brother R. J. Nash owns Shandon Farm, Lexing- 
ton, announced at Saratoga September 1 that all 
of the breeding stock owned by his father and 
uncle would be dispersed at the Lexington Fall 
Sales in October. Included will be the stallions 
Burning Blaze (sire of Burning Star) and Sun 
Flag, about 20 broodmares, a dozen yearlings, 
and from 12 to 14 weanlings. 

The Nash brothers purchased the Lexington 
farm from the estate of the late Gifford A. Coch- 
rane, about seven years ago. They have been in 
racing for some 15 years, plan to continue to 
race, but will buy their racing stock instead of 
breeding it. 


H. P. Headiey's Daughter 


Miss Adele Headley, daughter of Owner-breed- 
er Hal Price Headley, of Lexington, was listed 
as a passenger on the torpedoed British liner 
Athenia. Various reports have indicated that all 
passengers were saved, that all Americans on 
the ship were saved, but some anxiety is nat- 
urally felt in the absence of direct communica- 
tion. 


Correction on Churchill Downs 


Last week THE BLOOD-HoRSE mistakenly stated 
that Churchill Downs held no fall meeting in 
1938. Last fall the track announced that the 
regular fall feature, the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes would be abandoned, hinted that the fall 
meeting might be dropped. But there was a short 
meeting last fall, will be another this year. 


Charles Nuckols Better 


Charles Nuckols, Woodford County, Ky., breed- 
er, who recently underwent an operation which 
prevented him from attending the Saratoga 
sales, has been removed to his home, is well 
enough to be permitted short automobile rides.

Del Mar Closes 


HOUGH results of the last day's racing have 
T not yet been received, the Del Mar meeting 
completed its 28-day course on September 4, 
after a session which was probably a financial 
success, though support did not measure up to 
that of 1938. The last Saturday, September 2, 
was featured by the second running of the Del 
Mar Hotel Stakes, a $2,000 added event for 2- 
year-olds at six furlongs. The winner and favor- 
ite was Circle S Stable’s Carmenita, a Bon 
Homme filly bred by C. E. Cooper, and winner 
of the Wilshire Plate at Hollywood Park July 
9. It was the filly’s fifth win in eight starts. 
R. C. Stable’s Royal Crusader, bred by Adolphe 
Pons, was second, and Sunbox, bred by H. H. 
Knight, was third. 


Wedding Call Surprises 


There were 10 horses in the post parade for 
the Del Mar Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Del Mar August 26, but 
only five of them ever had much chance in the 
race. Teddy Kerry (108), one of the well backed 
entrants, ran away a mile and three-quarters be- 
fore the race. He was excused by the stewards, 
and money wagered on him was refunded. When 
the remaining nine got to post they were off 
quickly, but Red Pepper (116), the second choice, 
wheeled to the inside at the start, piling up *Pro- 
fundo (105), No Dice (115), and *Mount Vernon 
II (109), virtually eliminating all four. Kennas- 
ton and Philpot’s First Kiss (107) dashed away 
into the lead, with Rex Ellsworth’s favored Ari- 
gotal (113) in second place. Around the first 
turn Dormerv Stable’s Mad Sue (3-y-o, 98) 
swept up to challenge, chased the leader into the 
stretch. Last of the five with a chance was 
Gaffers and Sattler’s Wedding Call (3-y-o, 108), 
which had not been under silks since the Holly- 
wood Park meeting. Jockey W. F. Ward went 
rather wide into the stretch to get a clear path, 
then began driving hard. Wedding Call came 
with a rush, ran down the tiring leaders and 
won easily by two and a half lengths. D. S. 
Jeppson’s Pageboy (107), left in last place when 
Wedding Call moved, also ran down the early 
speedsters and finished second, a nose in front 
of First Kiss. In order followed Arigotal, Red 
Pepper, *“Profundo, No Dice, and *Mount Vernon 
II.

No St. Leger 


NE of the early casualties of the European 

war was the Doncaster fall race meeting, 
which the meeting’s committee declared off on 
September 3. This means that the last of the 
3-year-old classics, the Doncaster St. Leger, 
scheduled for September 6, will not be run. It 
had been hoped that the French crack Pharis and 
the Derby winner Blue Peter would meet in the 
race. The St. Leger is one of the oldest of the 
English classics, having been instituted in 1776. 
It has been run every year since at Doncaster, 
except in the war years of 1915-1918, when a 
substitute race, the September Stakes, was run 
at Newmarket.

James V. Rank’s Curtsey, 2-year-old filly by 
Diavolo which the British Bloodstock Agency 
bought at Saratoga last year for $3,600, won the 
Mary Tudor Plate August 19, for a purse of 210 
sovereigns.

Racing in the North 


ONDON, August 28 (By Air Mail)—It seemed 
altogether appropriate that in the week that 
brought the climax of the “war of nerves,”’ with 
its incomprehensible changes in the international 
political field, we should be enjoying our racing 
at the changeless cities of Salisbury and York. 
Over the port at the Old George at Salisbury I 
had as companion the spirit of Tom Pinch, and 
I retired to my ancient bedroom to dream that 
Mark Tapley had confounded not only Pecksniff 
but Goebbels also, and that John Westlock had 
fought a duel with Hitler, with the happiest re- 
sults, for the hand of pretty Ruth Pinch. At the 
historic York, the later news of the week colored 
my dreams—a veritable nightmare in which we 
were allied with Japan in demanding the return 
of New York to the Empire on the grounds that 
“it used to be.”’ So far has Goebbels succeeded 
in upsetting our nerves. Or was it just the port? 
The sport at Salisbury was not of particular 
importance, though it was always interesting. 
James V. Rank’s 2-year-old half brother to Scot- 
tish Union, by Bahram out of Trustful, for 
which 13,000 guineas was paid at Doncaster last 
September, stooped to conquer in the Cranbourne 
Plate (5f.). He had 26 opponents, but none of 
any account, and he won virtually unchallenged. 
Trustful colt has any amount of scope, and is a 
long way from being wound up as yet. He may 
build up into a top-notcher, though you never 
know how these big backward youngsters will 
develop. 

The Manton Stakes, for 3-year-olds, run over a 
mile and a half, served to shatter any hopes that 
might have been entertained about Lord Astor’s 
Quick Ray winning the St. Leger. The son of 
Hyperion and Pennycomequick was beaten into 
third place by moderate horses in Cimon and In- 
quisition, and although it is true that he was 
conceding 15 pounds to each, he should have 
beaten them if he had any pretensions to classic 
fame. Unlike the case of Heliopolis at Hurst 
Park, I could see no excuse for Quick Ray’s de- 
feat. 

York provided racing of the high standard in- 
variably associated with its socially important 
August gathering. Most valuable of the events 
at the opening stage was the Yorkshire Oaks 
(ll.m.), worth £1,185, a stakes which Lord 
Derby secured with the maiden filly Night Shift. 
She is by the dual Ascot Gold Cup winner Trim- 
don, out of Selene, the dam of Hyperion, so she 
should stay and be something out of the ordinary 
on breeding. She is not, however, so good as her 
pedigree suggests, and was all out to beat Lord 
Actor’s Scenery (by Biribi) by a neck, the second 
conceding 14 pounds. Night Shift should, how- 
ever, be invaluable as a broodmare. [Selene is 
also dam of the stallions *Sickle and *Phara- 
mond II. 

In the Nunthorpe Sweepstakes (5f.) of £1,085, 
P. Dunne’s gelding Portobello (by Portlaw) took 
revenge for his Ascot defeat by Cosmohone, de- 
feating Mrs. Barlow’s filly by a head in as pretty

a finish as could be desired. Gordon Richards 
was on the winner, and brother Clifford on Cos. 
mohone. Mickey the Greek was three lengths 
away third, and Ambrose Light behind. 

Lord Carnarvon’s gelding Robert E. Lee (by 
*Quatre Bras II out of Annabel Lee) retained his 
unbeaten certificate when beating the speedy 
Kilmurray gelding, French Kiss colt, and eight 
others in the Badminton Plate. Over these fiye 
furlong dashes, I would back Robert E. Lee to 
beat any 2-year-old in the country, despite the 
fact that, in the show ring, the American-bred 
youngster would lose a lot of marks. 

Another interesting T-Y-O race at the open- 
ing stage was the Prince of Wales Plate (5f,), 
which was won cleverly by the consistent colt 
Illuminate (by Link Boy) by a neck from James 
Rank’s filly Dignity (by Sir Cosmo), with Wil- 
liam Woodward's colt Bladen (by *Sir Gallahad 
III) a length and a half away third of 14. J. 
luminate was recently purchased by the Maha- 
rajah of Kashmir for some 3,000 guineas, and no 
doubt he will recover this outlay, even though 
sprinting is likely to be his forte. He will run 
one more race in this country before being sent 
to his new owner’s stables in India. A very nice 
stamp of colt is the American-bred Bladen. 

The Ebor Handicap, run over 1% miles and 
worth £1,977 to the winning owner, was the fea- 
ture of York’s second stage, and the enthusiasm 
of the vast crowd was great when the Middle- 
ham-trained 5-year-old Owenstown, which started 
favorite at 11 to 2 against, romped home by two 
lengths from J. H. Whitney’s Goodwood Stakes 
winner Valedictory (by Blandford), with Peter 
Kane third, Appeasement fourth, and Finis, Ma- 
ranta, and River Prince among the also rans. 
Owenstown is a grey horse by Apron out of 
Madame de Stael, by Chaucer, and he has run 
consistently well in our best class handicaps 
without much tangible reward. He is owned by 
the veteran Irish sportsman Sir Thomas Dixon, 
who has been a patron of the Manor House stable 
at Middleham, Yorks, from the early days of the 
late Dobson Peacock. It is a strange fact that 
this is the first Ebor Handicap success gained by 
the stable, though attempts to win the race have 
been innumerable. 

Sir Abe Bailey’s colors were to the fore in a 
couple of races on Ebor day. Most people having 
tired of backing the wayward 4-year-old Golden 
Sovereign, the son of Monarch started at tens 
for the Falmouth Handicap (11!,m.) and con- 
founded his detractors by beating 13 good class 
rivals. He scored cleverly by a neck from Wil- 
liam Woodward's 4-year-old Valerian III (by 
Gallant Fox), with Lord Sefton’s 4-year-oid Ice- 
berg II (by Van) a close third. If he could be 
depended upon to reproduce this form, Golden 
Sovereign would want a lot of beating in the 
Cambridgeshire. Sir Abe Bailey’s other winner 
was the 3-year-old Colchis (by Caerleon) which 
beat a very fair class field for the Wykeham 
Handicap (1m.). 

Lord Astor’s improving colt Fulham (by As- 
terus) put up the best performance of his career 
when comfortably beating Wansfell, Cockpit, 
Orleans, Lightship, and others for the Duke of 
York Plate (1m.). The Carnival Plate (5f.) for 
2-year-olds was taken in equally convincing style 
by Lord Derby’s Felixstowe, a son of Orwell out 
of the Buchan mare Leisure Hour. 

Magnet at the final stage of the fixture was 
of course the time-honored Gimcrack Stakes 
value £3,244 and which ended in a conclusive 
triumph for the Prince Aly Khan, or rather for 
him, the Hon. Peter Beatty, and the Aga Khan. 
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Both Tant Mieux (by Asterus Tantine, a none 
too fashionable pedigree) and Stardust (by Hy- 
perion Sister Stella) respectively first and sec- 
ond, are partnership animals, lucky “Bois Rous- 
sel” Beatty claiming a half-share in Tant Mieux 
with the Aly Khan, who jointly owns Stardust 
with his father. Let it be said that Tant Mieux, 
the more honest performer, richly deserved his 
triumph. Paddock opinions regarding the win- 
ner were divided. It cannot be disputed, how- 
ever, that Tant Mieux was really well trained, 
put to many judges the colt appeared a shade 
too much on the leg, and had not fined down 
since Ascot. Stardust, a chestnut, is by no 
means a colt of handsome lines and lacks the 
reach of a high-class youngster, but was clearly 
fitand jaunty during the preliminaries. His alert 
and active appearance presumably swayed the 
professional betting brigade—directly against 
the teachings of the book—to declare whole 
heartedly for Stardust at absurdly contracted 
odds, the supposition being that Frank Butters’ 
charge had advanced the more. Stardust also 
carried the first colors of the Aly Khan, who is 
to be the guest on the evening at the Gimcrack 
gathering in November. 

As a contest the event was devoid of any real 
incident. Halfway Tant Mieux and Stardust 
dominated the situation, Gordon Richards (on 
the winner) and Smirke (on Stardust) brainily 
adopting waiting tactics and indulging the North- 
ern aspirants Paulista and Abbe Pierre with the 
lead. Approaching the distance the relentless 
longer stride and more resolute galloping of Tant 
Mieux quickly settled the issue and exposed Star- 
dust, which again swerved as at Sandown Park 
and Ascot, as a doubtful stayer. Without im- 
pressing as likely to furnish into an imposing 
Thoroughbred there is no denying the racing 
merit of Tant Mieux, acquired at the Deauville 
Yearling Sales for 1,300 guineas. He was simply 
confirming Ascot superiority over Stardust. In 
view of the stylish manner Tant Mieux gave 10 
pounds and a clever beating to Hippius at Epsom 
it was surprising the latter was preferred in the 
ring. Outpaced throughout, Hippius, though a 
moderate third, ran lifelessly and seemed to be 
feeling the effects of his hard race against Turk- 
han at Goodwood. 

Hailed as a Northern champion Abbe Pierre 
represents the lean and narrow type and fails 
to impress as one likely to attain classic stand- 
ard. Rather would I prefer Harry Peacock’s 
other charge, Trois Pistoles, thoroughly recovered 
from a recent setback and under orders to con- 
test the Breeders’ Plate at Manchester next 
week. As at present arranged Tant Mieux next 
runs in Peter Beatty’s name for the Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster, where his rivalry with Fair 
Test and Bashir or Turkhan from Stardust’s 
stable will go a long way toward settling 2-year- 
old supremacy. Delightfully handled by Brownie 
Carslake, Monmouth (by Caerleon out of Geor- 
gia), conceding chunks of weight all round, was 
responsible for a remarkably smooth display 
probably the best of his career—when defeating 
some of the speediest animals in training for the 
Harewood Handicap. One thing obvious “Atty” 
Persse’s Stockbridge stable, sheltering as it does 
Davy Dolittle, Carlos, Monmouth, and Bonnie 
Scotland, is as rich as ever in sprinting talent.
